At th e City *Co u ncil meeting, last ev en­ 
ing, th e bids presented to r th e new city 
bo nds were o pened, and after a fu ll co n­ 
sideratio n o f th e matter, th e entire pres­ 
ent city debt was refu nded, th e bids be­ 
ing awarded as fo llo ws: 
Th e firm o f S A. Kean & Co ., o f Ch i­ 
cago , take $65,000 o f new bo nds, ru nning 
ten y ears befo re o ptio n o f pay ment, and 
ru nning twenty y ears befo ie matu rity ; at 
fiv e per cent, interest. 
Fo r th ese bo nds 
th ey pay $512.50 premiu m in to th e city 
treasu ry . 
Th e Dix o n Natio nal Bank take $9 ,500 
o f th e new bo nds, drawing fiv e per cent, 
interest at par, th e city reserv ing th e 
priv ilege nt pay iag th is installment o f 
bo nds at th eir o wn o ptio n, at any time. 
Th e awarding o f th ese bo nds will en­ 
able th e city to pay u p in fu ll all th e 
present o u tstanding bo nds o f $74,9 00., 
wh ich are drawing six per cent, interest, 
and all th ese bo nds will u e paid o ff o n 
Ju ly 1st. 
Th e premiu m paid by S. A. Kean A 
Co ., o f $512.50, will pay all th e ex penses 
o f th e special electio n and th e co st o f 
printing th e new bo nds, and will leav e 
$400 to be applied to tbe redu ctio n o f 
th e debt. So th at th e amo u nt o f th e new 
bo nds will be o nly $74,500, instead o f 
$74,9 00, wh ich is tbe amo u nt o f tbe o ld 
bo nds. Th e resu lt o f tbe fu nding o f th e 
bo nds, at th ese figu res, will be a sav ing 
to tbe city o f $769 per y ear, th e interest 
o n tbe o ld bo nds being $4,49 4 per annu m, 
wh ile th e iu terest o n th e new bo nds will 
be $8,725 per y ear. Th e new bo nds are to 
be deliv ered Ju ly 1st, and th e parties 
biddio g. h ere signed a co ntract, to th e 
effect th at tbe matter sh all be co nsu m­ 
mated. 
Th is resu lt o f th e fu nding o f o u r debt 
sh o u ld be v ery satisfacto ry to o u r tax ­ 
pay ers, as it Jgav es $9 ,500 o f o u r debt so 
th at it can be paid o ff at any time, and 
it insu res a redu ctio n o f interest and 
creates an annu al sav ing o f wh ich , if ap­ 
plied to tbe 'pay ment o f th e principrl, 
will wipe o u t th e $9 ,500 in th e nex t ten 
y ears, with o u t adding o ne do llar to o u r 
o ld rate o f tax lev y . 
After attending to th e bo nd bu siness, 
th e co u ncil adjo u rned u ntil nex t W ed­ 
nesday ev ening, at wh ich time th e regu ­ 
lar bu siness o f th e co u ncil will be taken 
u p.

Miss Anderson’s strength of diameter 
has been noticed on the stage. 
Does any 
one realize what it is in real life ? 
Miss 
Anderson is a Catholic. 
Consequently , 
though acting late at night, and passing 
a portion of her time in badly v enti­ 
lated dressing-rooms, she 
inv ariably 
rises for early mass. 
Is it realized 
what this v ictory ov er mere phy sical fa­ 
tigue implies? 
During Lent she fasts, 
and during Holy Week she will not act 
at all. 
This is not bigotry ; it is consist­ 
ency . 
It is an ex traordinary ev idence 
of character in an actress. 
Her worst 
enemies cannot say that it has ev er been 
adv ertised. 
In many other things her strength of 
character is shown. 
She is a good busi­ 
ness woman. 
Without being illiberal 
she is not ex trav agant. 
She is gener­ 
osity itself when the occasion justifies. 
She nev er forgets a friend or a kind­ 
ness; and she alway s judges a kindness 
from the standpoint of the author’s in­ 
tention. 
She is a keen judge of human 
nature, and this quality is in striking 
contrast with the originality of her 
temperament. 
She has herself defined 
originality as daring to do and say what 
the soul prompts; of the worth of this 
originality one’s self is not so much the 
judge as others. 
Miss Anderson’s v ersion of that cele­ 
brated interv iew between herself and 
the company of English gentlemen who 
beset the stage of the Ly ceum after 
one of her performances is a striking 
ev idence of her sure-footed tact. 
A quantity of Englishmen are, by a 
singular relax ation of the rule, permitted 
behind the scenes. The interv iew which 
takes place between Miss Anderson and 
the nobleman is highly unromantic, 
and ex hibits in a marked degree the 
friv olity and senselessness of the reign­ 
ing set. 
“ Oh, I say , Miss Anderson, won’t y ou 
come and hav e supper with us? 
The 
fellows will be deuced pleased. ” 
To this Miss Anderson replies, almost 
too much astonished to speak: 
“ But, gentlemen, I am going to take 
supper with my mother.” 
The effect this remark produced was 
electrical. 
The y oung lords considered 
it the hugest joke of the season. 
“ By -by , little one,” they cried, wav ­ 
ing their hands in departure. 
“ By -by ! 
Go to mamma!” 
But if Miss Anderson fought any of 
the dandies of Queen Victoria’s court, 
she established cordial relations with 
the artists, musicians and literary men 
of London. 
Indeed, they found her a 
delightful acquisition, for she alway s 
gav e something in ex change for what 
they had to giv e. 
She posed for the 
artists, she listened to the musicians, 
and she sy mpathized with the authors. 
Miss Anderson already feels the fulness 
of her ex perience sufficiently to keep a 
diary . 
She weighs the words the best, 
Englishmen speak with the freshness of a 
new mind. 
England, no doubt, is v ery 
attractiv e to this daughter of America, 
who quotes wit 1* some sadness a remark 
of Mr. William Black’s : “ Art will al­ 
way s be subdued in America until 
America acquires repose.”

The great play ­ 
wright at first w as willing to do any ­ 
thing for her.

she should play only his play s. 
But, 
unfortunately , 
these happy relations 
w'ere soon strained. 
Poor Alma Ta­ 
dema went to the performance of “ Py g­ 
malion and Galatea” to see Mary Ander­ 
son, and then rashly sat down and 
wrote a letter to a London paper, pro­ 
nouncing all the costumes which Gala# 
tea had chosen for his characters incor­ 
rect. 
Furious, Mr. Gilbert applied to 
Miss 
Anderson for redress, on the 
ground 
that Mrs. Tadema was her 
friend, and wrote from her inspiration. 
Miss Anderson did take some pains to 
patch up what promised to be a pretty 
quarrel. 
Tadema spent three day s in 
writing a letter which should take 
ev ery thing back and take nothing back. 
Mr. Gilbert replied that in writing 
“ Py gmalion and 
Galatea” he 
had 
written “ an ancient play for modern act­ 
ors, and that if he should choose to spend 
three day s in the British Museum he 
could design costumes as well as Ta­ 
dema.”—Sa n Fra ncisco Ing lesicle.

Lotta, the actress, has receiv ed a 
small fortune from many unknown ad­ 
mirers, say s the Philadelphia Times. 
Many of the presents were sent to her 
without her hav ing any knowledge of 
the giv er.

bouquet was thrown on the stage at 
onp of the performances, and tied to the 
cord was a diamond ring. 
As Lotta 
had frequently receiv ed diamond rings 
in this manner she thought nothing in 
particular of the way in which the gift 
reached her. ltecently Clark J. Wood, 
of the committee of the estate of Isa­ 
bella Jennings, an alleged lunatic, 46 
y ears old, brought suit in Common 
Pleas Court No. 3, against Charlotte M.

Lucy Hay es tipped out a popporful of 
corn just as her mother entered tho 
room. 
“ How v ery pretty it is, mother!” she 
said, offering a heaping handful. 
Her mother 
smiled 
and nodded. 
Then she went to the closet and brought 
Lucy two litt’le packages, one of pink 
and one of blue sugar. 
“ These were 
left from the last birthday celebration,” 
she said. 
“ There is not enough left to 
decorate a cake, but plenty to color 
pop-corn. ” 
If well done, cry stallized pop-corn is 
as nice as candy . 
Hav e y our corn well 
popped, no hard kernels of unpopped 
corn in it. 
Boil a cup of sugar in a 
third of a cup of water until it strings 
from the spoon. Drop in a little essence 
of any kind, and pour it all ov er the 
dish of corn, hav ing someone else toss­ 
ing it about with two forks while y ou 
do it. 
When cool, it should be dry 
enough to put in candy bags, each burst­ 
ing, flowor-like grain glittering with its 
sugar coating. 
The children made a 
dish of the white corn first; then colored 
half of the remaining candy with pink 
sugar, and half with blue, as their 
mother had suggested; then tossed 
them all together in a glass platter, 
and piled it high with glistening red, 
white, and blue. 
“ Giv e me a dozen of y our largest 
ones,” said Mrs. 
Hay es. 
“ My 
em­ 
broidery scissors too, and the sharp 
penknife in my 
workbasket. 
Then 
bring me y our paint-box . ” 
She looked ov er the handful of pop­ 
corn eagerly tendered her, and se­ 
lected one with fiv e petals, or branches, 
as y ou might call then). 
The middle 
one turned up, and the four others 
made clumsy little legs to support the 
rounded top. 
Two snips of the scissors, 
a little trimming of the sharp penknife, 
and the front of the popped corn looked 
something like a lamb’s head. 
The 
legs were made more shapely too, and 
then a few touches of brown and pink 
paint made ey es and nose for a v ery 
small sheep indeed. 
The children shouted, “ Mother! how 
cunning!” and watched with 
eager 
interest as she made a dozen more, and 
set them in a little bunch together. 
“ You must make great flocks of them, 
children. 
It will take more than one 
rainy day to get enough. 
Part of y ou 
can work at the flock, and the rest must 
build sheds and pastures of those brown 
kernels that didn’t pop well.” 
“ But 
how, 
mother? ” 
ex claimed 
Lucy . “ See, they are as slippery as if 
they were v arnished.” 
Her mother sent in 
to the kitchen 
for some flour and water, and mix ed 
them into a stiff dough. 
“ This is our mortar,” said she, gay ly . 
On a board she laid out a long, nar­ 
row shed with dough, gentfe pressing 
in the kernels of corn afterward. 
A 
tiny pinch of dough here and there, and 
the corns irregularly placed, laid side- 
v ise, on end, and fiat, made a v ery 
irettv imitation of a stone wall. When 
inished, it was put into a slow ov en 
intil the dough was stiff and hard. 
Hoofing with pasteboard, with imita­ 
tion shingles painted on it, and sur­ 
rounding the open sheds by similar 
stone (? ) walls to make y ards, with 


pasteboard troughs, and gates cut from 
paste Ix mrd to imitate bars, made the 
whole tiling a v ery cunning and accu­ 
rate picture of their father’s stock­ 
y ards. 
Tho lambs and sheep were not 
so accurate, of course; but they « lid 
v ery well, and furnished amusement and 
occupation for many hours. 
And the corn that was not made, into 
balls, or sheep, or fences, or sheds, or 
cry stallized, or eaten fresh from the 
popper, they put into the coffee-mill, 
and after it was ground they moistened 
it with ereara and sweetened it with 
sugar to make no-cake.

The H a ng ing Ga rd en* o f Ba b ylo n. 


Very early in the history of the world 
people saw the use and beauty of 
gardens. 
As far back, indeed, as we 
hav e any trace of men, we find that they 
were in the habit of cultiv ating flowers 
and shrubs, and so decorating and ar­ 
ranging nature as to supply a pleasant 
spot whither they could retreat and 
enjoy bright colors, rich, shady foliage, 
and sweet perfumes. 
In all the oldest nations of which we 
read—in Egy pt and Assy ria, in China, 
in India, in Greece—the art of garden­ 
ing was carried to a high state of culti­ 
v ation. 
To 
natural 
beauties were 
added the graces- of the painter, the 
sculptor, and the architect. 
Temples 
were built in the center of lov ely 
gardens; frescoes adorned the walls of 
stone 
summer-houses 
and 
of lofty 
towers; nestled amid the shrubbery , 
rising from flower-beds, placed at the 
crossing of paths, were to be seen 
statues of gods and heroes, of cupids, 
muses and graces. 
Among the most famous of the ancient 
gardens, the ruins of which still remain 
to giv e an idea of their v astness and 
grandeur, were “ the Hanging Gardens 
of Baby lon. ” 
These hav e a special in­ 
terest for those who are familiar with 
the Bible, in which Baby lon, the mighty 
city ov er which the warlike Kings of 
Assy ria ruled, is referred to. 
The 
Hanging Gardens of Baby lon were one 
of the sev en wonders of the world; and 
truly , if we can judge any thing by the 
remains of them which still ex ist, they 
well deserv ed a place among the mar­ 
v els of the olden time. 
The story of their origin is an inter­ 
esting one. 
It is said that there once 
liv ed a great Assy rian King, of v ast 
wealth and power, who was dev otedly 
attached to his wife. 
Ev ery thing that 
she asked of him he was wont to grant. 
The moment that she formed a wish, it 
was gratified. 
Now this fair queen came from one of 
the most beautiful v alley s of Persia, in 
which she was born and reared. 
She 
had been accustomed to liv e amid the 
most romantic scenery , to delight in 
av enues of trees and banks of flowrers. 
But Baby lon was a dull place, and 
around it w'ere nothing but bare fields 
and dreary heaths. 
So the queen, though she had ev ery 
lux ury which money could bring, tired 
of the uninteresting v iews from her 
palace windows; and remembering the 
lov ely scenes of her childhood, she 
pined for them, and begged the king to 
make for her a garden which should 
remind her of her nativ e v alley . 
The 
king hastened to gratify her; and set­ 
ting an army of laborers, some of whom 
he called from Persia, to work, in the 
course of time the wilderness about 
Baby lon was conv erted into the magnifi­ 
cent Hanging Gardens. 
They were constructed on the sides 
of some sloping hills not far from the 
roy al palace. 
Of course, as they were 
intended for the pleasure of the queen, 
they must be made on the most splendid 
scale. 
Vastness w as the ancient idea 
of magnificence. 
Not long ago, the 
roy al palace at Ninev eli was ex plored, 
and found to cov er a space larger than 
that cov ered by Boston Common and 
the Public Garden put together. 
So the Hanging Gardens were made 
to cov er a v ery large ex panse. 
They 
were adorned with noble edifices, and 
the most skilfully carv ed statues and 
pillars. 
In form, the gardens were a 
v ast square. 
From the bottom of the 
hills on which they rose, they w'ere 
reached by broad flights of stone steps 
leading from terrace to terrace, the ter­ 
races rising one abov e another in a 
series. 
At the foot of the hills were 
noble archway s, with pav ed roads, and 
sculptured figures of great size lining 
the walls on either side; and beneath 
these archway s the Assy rians might 
pass w ith ease on the backs of their 
largest elephants. 
At the end of each terrace, just be­ 
fore the nex t stairway , was either an 
arch, or a pav ilion supported by mas­ 
siv e pillars; while at the tops of the 
staircases were to be seen- immense 
v ases filled with flowers, and v ines 
which hung down 
their sides, and 
carv ed figures of lions and tigers. 
It 
was upon the broad terraces, which 
rested on gigantic columns, that the 
gardens were laid out with tasteful and 
lav ish hand. — Yo uth's Co mp a nio n. 


A D M IR A L V 1C It X OX, 


The Bo ld Sa ilo r fo r Who m Wa shing to n'* 
Ho me Wa s Na med . 
Here is the story of a historic coin 
as related to me by Elias S. Heed, of 
Buena Vista, New Jersey : 
“ Some 
y ears ago I found in my garden at 
Dov er, Delaware, a medal, which had 
lieen but little defaced by the action of 
time and ex posure. 
On one side was 
a bust, around » whichev er© the words 
‘Admiral Vernon took Porte a Bello* 
and on the obv erse side were stamped 
six ships and the words: 
‘With six 
ships only .* 
The mansion in the rear 
of which the relic was discov ered is an 
old English twostory brick edifice, 
461x 30 feet, with a court, and is doubt­ 
less one of the oldest standing build­ 
ings in the capital, and, perhaps, in the- 
8 tate. 
Traditionally it is Raid to hav e 
been built by an Englishman bearing 
the name of Toodle. 
In the way of 
numismatics, this find is an interesting 
souv enir of the past, as it prov es to be 
a medal struck by the authority of tho 
British Parliament, in honor of Admiral 
Edward Vernon, who was a member of 
the House of Commons when the chief 
admiralty 
officer of England asked 
Parliament to make an appropriation of 
sev eral millions of pounds sterling to 
fit out an armada for the destruction of 
a horde of pirates prey ing upon the 
commerce of Great Britain and hav ing 
a rendezv ous at a fortress on the coast 
of the Caribbean Sea, called ‘Porte a 
Bello.’ 
“ The Hon. Edward Vernon, a man of 
renowned v alor, said derisiv ely from his 
seat that ‘six ships are enough to take 
Porte a Bello.’ 
The Nav al Minister, 
hearing of the hy percritical remark of 
Mr. Vernon, induced the crown to raise 
him to the title of Admiral in the 
British nav y , and had six ships fitted up, 
and then commissioned him to take the 
squadron to the point named, with in­ 
structions to suppress the piracy that 
infested those waters. 
Admiral Vernon 
promptly took tho command so im­ 
posed, and sailed as directed. 
Arriv ­ 
ing w ithout the loss of any v essel, he 
immediately commanded the stronghold 
to surrender, which the occupants de­ 
clined. 
Upon the receipt of this reply 
Admiral 
Vernon 
opened 
upon the 
fortress and gav e it incessant shot and 
shell for three day s, when the whole 
pirate 
force 
surrendered 
uncondi­ 
tionally ! 
This wonderful v ictory was 
accomplished without the loss of a 
single ship. 
The Admiral, upon em­ 
barking the stores and prisoners, at 
once sailed for England, where he 
shortly arriv ed with his squadron com­ 
plete and numerous trophies of the 
brilliant achiev ement. 
It was in honor 
of this great feat of undaunted prowess 
that the unique me« lal w as coined. 
“ It may not be uninteresting to the 
American people to know that it was 
after this doughty hero of our mother 
land that the estate w'liere our greatest 
general, George Washington, 
sleeps, 
on the. banks of the Potomac, was 
named. 
Lawrence Washington, 
an 
uncle of our first President, became ac­ 
quainted with Edward Vernon, then a 
y oung man in the army of King George 
the 
Third, stationed 
near 
Florida, 
to 
resist 
the incursions of hostile 
Indians, and became so greatly attached 
to him, by reciprocal intercourse as 
fellow-soldiers, that he, when he re­ 
turned home from the wars, gav e his 
large landed estate the name it bears, 
‘Mount Vernon.’ 
I hav e presented 
this medal to Mrs. Margaret Comegy s, 
v ice regent of the Mount Vernon As­ 
sociation, with an outline of its history , 
which together hav e been duly de­ 
posited in the room of keepsakes of the 
consecrated mansion, where our master­ 
piece of soldiers and statesmen died.”

a mighty peopla 
All our needful customs rev enue might 
be collected by strictly rev enue duties upon 
a few score articles, instead of by extrnv a 
gantor prohibitory duties upon more than 
4,000 articles. 
The mere machinery of ad 
ministration, by its own maw and co n 
plexity, breaks down and crushes out the 
nterprise it assumes to protect 
A better 
currency than elsewhere exists might be 
bad by a few lines of repealing and em­ 
powering legislation, followed by two or 
three years of capable administration of 
the treasury and joined with the present 
sagacious conduct of our foreign policy by 
the state department 
Under the operation of currency laws 
and tariff laws now in foree, which you 
and the Forty-ninth congress were elected 
to repeal and reform, the burdened indus­ 
tries of our country are plunging heav ily 
along a miry road toward foreseen danger. 
We talk of arbitrating our respectiv e share 
of disaster instead of knocking off our self- 
imposed fetters and releasing a general 
prosperity. 
This is not, in my deliberate 
judgment, a time when the president can 
delay to prov ide, or afford to dispense with, 
an actual as well as a titular head of the 
treasury deportment. 
The fiscal policy of the federal gov ern­ 
ment in respect to a debt so large, taxation 
so perv asiv e, and a currency which is uni­ 
v ersal, can not fail of being a chief factor 
in national and indiv idual well-being. Your 
own duty, to which you hav e addressed 
yourself with such clear and unflinching 
purpose, the duty of congress in the prem­ 
ises, and the laws which may yet be enacted 
for the guidance of the treasury depart­ 
ment, will require that you be assisted in 
their administration by an officer capable 
of full efficiency and unwearied circum­ 
spection.

A d a z z l i n g metallic luster ou foliage, 
during a cloudless day in summer, pre­ 
cedes a change. 
S un-d o g s and fragments of prismatic 
colors during the day show continued un-. 
settled weather. 
No DEW in the morning is mostly follow­ 
ed by rain, and a heavy dew in the evening 
by a fine day. 
A h alo around the moon, especially if 
some distance from it, is a sure indication 
of downfall at hand. 
If after rain drops of water still hafig 
on the branches and twigs and to window- 
frames the rain will return, but if they fall 
and the woodwork dries, fine weather is at 
hand. 


S to n es turn damp before wet; at the 
same time it must be observed that the fact 
of their doing so does not invariably indi­ 
cate rain, for they will do so occasionally 
before heat. 
I f the sky be a dull gray, and the sun 
rises clear, gradually dispersing the vapors, 
it will be fine.
